This condition seems to be p re­ 
v alent on most of the soil typ es 
on which walnuts are grown. Un­ 
der normal conditions it is com­ 
mon to find a few trees in ev ery 
grov e that are later than others. 
This normally late bloomtng on the 
p art of some trees is due to v a­ 
rietal characteristics. This is gen­ 
erally found In seedling orchards 
which disp lay a greater differen­ 
tiation in bud dev elop ment as well 
as tree growth and fruit p roduc­ 
tion. 
The unev en condition this 
year, howev er, is more greatly ex­ 
aggerated than in ordinary years 
and inv olv es v irtually ev ery tree 
in the grov e. 
Condition Traced. 
This unusual condition can be 
traced generally to a sp otted mois­ 
ture condition in the orchard with 
reference to the soil moisture that 
has been p rov ided that grov e dur­ 
ing the fall and winter months. It 
is not uncommon to find a similar 
condition ev en in the uniformly ir­ 
rigated grov es .which no doubt can 
be attributed to the extreme dry 
atmosp here

during the fall and winter months.

Reach today estimated that grow­ 
ers of the county would receiv e

the county this season. 
The p lant 
at Dyer, south of Santa Ana, will 
be the only factory p laced in serv ­ 
ice, he said. 
He announced that extensiv e re­ 
p air work is now in p rogress and 
that when the p lant is p laced un­ 
der steam, p robably early next Au­ 
gust. the eq uip ment would be in 
first class condition when the three 
months’ camp aign is begun. 
When acreage contracts were 
made at the close of the last sea­ 
son, it wa s exp ected that the com­ 
p any would op erate their mills at 
Dyer and at Huntington Beach. 
While declaring that it was too 
eariv to tell the amount of this 
year’s 
county 
tonnage. 
Johnson 
estimated it would total 130,000 
tons, of which 90,000 tons would 
be sliced at the Dyer p lant. 
The 
balance will 
be 
distributed 
be­ 
tween the factory at Los Alamitos 
and p lants outside Orange county, 
he said. 
“On some lands the yield will be 
about normal.” Johnson said. 
“On 
others, howev er, light crop s will 
decrease the av erage yield to ap ­ 
p roximately eight or nine tons an 
acre.”

The entire beet acreage is ap p roxi­ 
mately 15,000 acres.

When the car arriv ed in Pitts­ 
burgh an emp loye of the consignee 
broke the gov ernment seal under 
the direction of his foreman. This 
is contrary to federal regulation, 
which req uires that such seals be 
broken only by officially emp loyed 
insp ectors. 
For the v iolation of 
this regulation the firm was p rose­ 
cuted by the United States dep art­ 
ment of agriculture and a fine of 
$50 imp osed.

cows, 
making their cream into butter in 
a. co-operative creamery, and sell­ 
ing their butter to the towns that 
formerly bought their hay. 
For some years alfalfa hay. the 
main cash crop in two communi­ 
ties, had been selling for less than 
the cost of production. 
To remedy 
this condition, progressive farmers 
and the county 
extension 
agent 
made a careful study of the possi­ 
bilities of developing other sourc­ 
es of farm income. 
They found 
that 
the 
mining 
towns 
which 
bought their 
hay 
were also importing all butter used 
from distant dairy centers, paying 
high transportation rates. As many 
farmers had a few cows, it was de­ 
cided to try marketing the hay in 
the form of butter. 
A creamery was organized, 
the 
dairy specialist of the state agri­ 
cultural college trained butter ma­ 
kers, and churning was begun 
in 
May, 
1923, 
averaging 
at 
first 
about 100 pounds a week. Herds 
: have increased in 
production 
as 
j skil] in feeding developed, and the 
market has extended as the excel­ 
lent quality of the butter became 
known. 
By the end of 
the year, 
according to reports to the United 
States department of agriculture, 
the butter sales 
averaged 
more 
* than $1,000 a month and demand 
still greatly exceeded the supply.

A LONGER CHILDHOOD 


1 
Those who regard as unduly high the age limit for 
I working children contained in the child labor amend- 
1 ment adopted by the House of Representatives over- 
I look some important facts. 
Here is one that has re- 
f| ceived very little attention, yet has a vital bearing 
on the subject. 
The natural period of childhood is lengthening, 
along with the prolongation of life as a whole. 
Rec­ 
ords show that 70 years ago the average duration of 
human life in America and England was about 40 
years. 
In many other countries it was less than that. 
According to insurance statisticians, the average ex­ 
pectation of life in this country in 19 20 was over 55 
years. Today it is around 57 years. 
Here is an increase of over 40 per cent in the 
j! length of life since 18 50. 
The increase, of course, 
1 has not all been added to middle age or old age. 
Youth has had its share of the gain. It is a stretching 
| out of life all the way from birth to death. 
Thus 
it might be argued that a child of 18 today represents 
| a child of 13 two generations ago. 
And while this 
may not be precisely true, there is enough truth in it 
, for practical purposes. 
Histories and biographies indicate a maturity in 
• boys and girls of a given age, 50 or 100 years ago, 
1 that are seldom found in children of similar age to­ 
-d a y . 
So late as our Civil War, the lad of 18 was 
| generally regarded as a man, and so regarded him­ 
self. 
Now everyone knows that an eighteen-year-old 
is only a boy or girl. Eventually the age of boyhood 
and girlhood may be extended several years more, as 
"expectation of life” rises nearer the century goal.

The Japanese immigration has bobbed up again, 
threatening to renew hard feeling just 
when

relations of the two countries were more amicable 
than they have been for many years. 
Japan objects to specific exclusion of her peo­ 
ple. 
It matters little that the senate proposes to 
cover up the discrimination by excluding all aliens 
not eligible to citizenship in this 
country,

would cover all the yellow and brown nations. The 
Japanese realize that the prohibition is directed at 
them just the same and resent it. 
It seems genuinely a matter of honor to Japan. 
The Japanese government cares little whether its 
people come to fhe United States, but a great deal 
about whether they are forbidden to come. 
If that were all, the question might he settled 
amicably 6y continuing the 
present 
"gentlemen’s 
agreement” to keep out Japanese laborers, or by 
some new arrangement. The trouble is 
that 
the 
Japanese people themselves as free Individuals, do 
want to come to America, and will come if there is 
any loophole left open for them, and the two races 
will not mix and will not get along, amicably side 
by side, though they can be good enough friends at 
a distance. 
There is another danger felt, too, in yielding to 
the request of the Japanese government for 
treat­ 
ment on the same basis as other nations. 
It is the 
danger of precedent. If Japan were assigned a quota 
on the sam e percentage basis as European countries, 
in the new immigration bill, the Japanese am bassa­ 
dor says it would let in only 146 a year. Californians 
estimate that it would let in 3,000 to 4,000 a year. 
Even this latter number, though undesired by 
the coast states, would hardly be fatal in itself. Yet 
If the principle were once established of admitting 
yellow men on a quota parity with white men, then 
if the quota percentage for Europeans 
were 
ever 
raised, it would have to be raised likewise for yel 
low men. 
The first step is feared, not merely on account 
of Japan but on account of Asia’s hundreds of mil­ 
lions that Japan is regarded as representing.
